52. What must you do to receive Holy Communion? 


To receive Holy Communion I must: 


1. Have my soul free from mortal sin. 


2. Not eat anything for three hours before 
Holy Communion or drink anything for 
one hour. But water may be taken at any 
time before Holy Communion. 


People in mortal sin may not go to Communion. 
It is a big sin if they go. 

The life of Christ in their souls is dead. 

Dead people cannot eat. 


But sick people need to eat. 

Venial sin makes the soul sick. 

We can receive Communion with venial sins. 
But first we should be sorry for our sins. 


I must not eat for three hours before 
Communion. 

I must not drink anything for one hour. 

I may take water or medicine any time.
